
THOUSANDS 
IDG ON TO 
SEE BRAWL 


SHOCKING footage of an 
illegal bare knuckle fight 
between two shirtless fight¬ 
ers has been posted online. 

The five-minute clip shows the two 
men exchange dozens of crushing 
blows, watched on by a blood-thirsty 
mob. 

The ‘Bill Wright and Charlie 
Rumble’ video, posted on Sunday, 
January 18, has so far drawn more 
than 5,000 views. 

A second, longer video of the same 
fight has been watched more than 
3,000 times.

Friday afternoon, police said they 
were aware of the clips and had 
launched a full investigation into the 
pre-arranged scrap. 

The daylight fight takes place at 
Bamfield, near Chatham Golf Centre 
and the Coney Banks playing fields. 

More than 50 onlookers circle the 
fighters as they square off - scream¬ 
ing words of encouragement as the 
fists begin to fly. 



After a few minutes of the fight the 
taller fighter, wearing grey tracksuit 
bottoms and black trainers, lands a

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YOUNG SCALLY JAILED 


The son of Gillingham Football Club chairman Paul Scally has been jailed 
for two years after breaking a fellow schoolboy's jaw. 

Max Scally, 17, pictured with his father, 52, outside Maidstone Crown 
Court on Monday, attacked his victim at a house party in July 2007, hit¬ 
ting him in the face before stamping on him as he lay stricken on the floor. 

The injured boy - who cannot be named for legal reasons - needed two 
metal plates to re-align his jaw, which was broken in two places. 

Scally was found guilty of causing grievous bodily harm. 

The court heard how Scally struck out at the boy at a party held to 
mark the end of the academic year. The pair had clashed two months 
prior to the party as the victim was dating one of Scally's ex-girlfirends. 

Judge Andrew Patience sentenced Scally to two years imprisonment in 
a young offenders' institution. 

Paul Scally was in the public gallery when the sentence was handed out.

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Tories defend 
plans to cut 
schools fund

A ROW over school funding 
has broken out between 
Medway’s Labour and Con¬ 
servative groups. 

Labour MP Jonathan Shaw lit the 
fuse by claiming Tory plans to cut £4.5 
billion from the Government’s Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme would see plans to rebuild or 
refurbish the towns’ crumbling 
schools scrapped. 

The Chatham and Aylesford MP 
said the funding cut would affect 19 
schools in Medway and 122 in Kent. 

But Medway Council’s Conser¬ 
vative group hit back at Mr Shaw’s 
claims, saying the government has 
refused to hand the authority BSF 
cash - forcing the council to provide 
new school buildings as part of the 
academies scheme. 

Speaking after the Conservatives 
announced spending cuts last week, 

Mr Shaw said: “The Government has 
announced plans to get local authori¬ 
ties like Medway and Kent involved 
in BSF as quickly as possible so they 
can get on with rebuilding their 
schools, but the Tories would put the 
whole scheme in jeopardy. 

“Our area will bear the brunt of cuts 
with so many schools losing out on 
this historic opportunity to be rebuilt 
or fully refurbished. 

“That’s why I’m determined to fight 
these outrageous plans, which will hit 
our area hard. 

“BSF is not just about having new 
or refurbished buildings, but making 
sure children and teachers have mod¬ 
em, first class teaching and learning 
facilities and creating an environ¬ 
ment in which learning can thrive.” 

Medway Council’s children’s servic¬ 
es boss Les Wicks refuted Mr Shaw’s 
views, saying: “Under the BSF pro¬ 
gramme the Labour Government has

not rebuilt or refurbished any second- 
aiy schools in Medway. 

“In fact, the Government has 
refused to give us money under this 
scheme. So Medway Council has gone 
it alone and is providing new build¬ 
ings and state of the art facilities 
under the academies scheme. 

"Mr Shaw’s confusion is apparent in 
the way he’s misrepresented Conser¬ 
vative proposals. 

“By adapting the BSF scheme, we 
advocate having new academy 
schools which reflect the needs of 
teenagers in the 21st century, which 
provide a variety of provisions and 
will particularly transform the per¬ 
formance of those who are currently 
underachieving. 

“This Conservative approach is a 
common policy we share with many 
politicians in Parliament. However, 
the MP lacks the vision to understand 
and support the changes needed."

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Teenager fought to 
protect his family

SCHOOLBOY Jack Blanchard was 
forced into the horrific fight that left 
him with permanent brain damage, 
his mother has revealed. 

The promising Rainham Mark Grammar 
School pupil fought Howard School pupil 
Jordan Akehurst in Parkwood Green last year. 

The clash was thought to have been set up as 
the pair had been dubbed the ‘hardest’ boys at 
their rival schools. But mum Maxine, from 
Rainham, said her son was given no choice but 
to face thug Akehurst - after receiving threat¬ 
ening texts from other yobs. 

The 47-year-old said: “The reason Jack 
attended this fight was because, unbeknown to 
me, he had been getting threatening text mes¬ 
sages over a period of time. 

“He was told Akehurst knows where you live 
and will come and brick your house if you don’t 
come’. His younger sister and I were in the 
house and he was scared for us.” 

The Rainham Mark Grammar School pupil 
was felled by two punches to the head. At this 
point an assault began. 

Footage captured on a 
mobile phone shows 
Akehurst, 14, and fellow 
Howard School pupil 
Dylan Richards, 15, kick 
and stamp on Jack’s 
head as the teenager 




lays curled up on the ground. Both were jailed 
at Maidstone Crown Court last week after 
pleading guilty to GBH at an earlier hearing. 

Akehurst was jailed for four years while 
Richards received an 18-month sentence. 

A third boy - who cannot be named - escaped 
with a community sentence with two years 
supervision and a three-month curfew for his 
lesser role in the attack. 

The court heard how Jack spent ten days in a 
coma. He then spent ten weeks in a neurologi¬ 
cal rehabilitation centre attached to King’s 
College Hospital, London, trying to rebuild his 
life following the assault on July 23, 2008. 

Eleanor Laws, prosecuting, added: “It has 


changed his personality - he is demotivated, 
disinterested in social interaction and shows 
little emotion. And his performance IQ is now 
in the lower range.” 

Distraught witnesses described blood pouring 
from Jack’s nose as the medical team worked 
on his limp body for 15 minutes. 

Judge Jeremy Carey added: “An adult pass¬ 
ing by found the victim lying on the floor bleed¬ 
ing heavily from the nose. She made him com¬ 
fortable before the ambulance arrived.” 

All three defendants fled the scene but were 
arrested months later when the mobile phone 
clip - passed around among the teenagers who 
watched the fight - was handed to police. 


Judge says Kelly 
wasn't working 

SACKED Britain’s Got Talent judge 
Kelly Brook was removed from the show 
because she failed to fit in, according to 
fellow panellist Piers Morgan. 

The glamour girl, 29, who was bom in 
Rochester and lives in Grafty Green, 
near Maidstone, was hired as a fourth 
judge for the hit ITV1 series, but axed 
after just six days. 

Morgan told a national newspaper it 
was a mistake to hire her and claims boss 
Simon Cowell was right to act so quickly. 

He said: “You don’t want to damage the 
brand trying to flog something that isn’t 
working. 

“It would have been worse if we’d got to 
the end of the audition process and the 
show wasn’t very good. 

“I felt for her. She got parachuted in at 
the last minute and she was getting bet¬ 
ter each day. She could have done the job 
with a bit more time. It’s just that a 
fourth judge contused eveiybody.”

number of heavy punches, leaving 
his opponent with blood pouring 
down his cheek. The man in grey 
also connects with a right kick, 
sending the other sprawling. 

After four more minutes the tall 
fighter gives in, raising his hand as 
the shorter fighter comes towards 
him. They shake hands before 
turning to walk away. 

More than 20 YouTube members 
have posted comments the clip. 

One wrote: “Apparently the rea¬ 
son Bill gave up is because he had 
blood in his mouth and couldn’t 
breathe... Good fight, hoping for 
another.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Dom¬ 
inic Kilbride said: “What is con¬ 
cerning is that the people involved 
clearly do not realise the risk 
attached to bare knuckle fighting.

Medway boxing coach Charlie 
Rumble, who trains young hopefuls 
at The Grange amateur boxing 
club in Thanet, denied he was 
involved in the brawl. When asked 
about the clips, he said: “It’s defi¬ 
nitely not me. I’m 55 years old, why 
would I get involved in that?” 


No comment from 
bishop over racist 
segregation claims 


THE Bishop of Rochester has re¬ 
fused to comment on an accusation 
he is “promoting racial segregation”. 

The claim comes from researchers 
at a Manchester university who say 
race relations in Britain are under 
threat from a series of ill-informed 
myths. 

Using previously unpublished evi¬ 
dence, Professor Ludi Simpson and 
Dr Nissa Finney show how repeated 
falsehoods about immigration, inte¬ 
gration and segregation are mis¬ 
guiding policy and promoting racial 
disharmony. 

After years of investigation, the 
pair say in their book, Sleepwalking 
to Segregation? Challenging Myths 
about Race and Migration, that they 
found no evidence “whatsoever” for 
the existence of race ghettos in the 
UK. In fact, they say the opposite is 
true, with increasing ethnic mixing. 

And claims by head of equalities 
watchdog Trevor Phillips that 
Britain is “sleepwalking” into racial 
and religious segregation are also 
dismissed in the book. 


By linking social problems to seg¬ 
regated areas, they say, politicians 
have stigmatised the areas and their 
residents. 

The authors also provide evidence 
that areas with large populations of 
Muslims do not act as a ‘breeding 
ground’ for terrorism. 

Prof Simpson said: “By propagat¬ 
ing myths using bogus and alarmist 
interpretations of population 
change, individuals such as Trevor 
Phillips, Dr Michael Nazir-Ali, 
Bishop of Rochester and Sir Andrew 
Green, Chair of Migration Watch, 
are inadvertently promoting racial 
segregation. 

“Misunderstanding breeds mis¬ 
trust and division between ethnic 
and religious groups.” 

A year ago Dr Nazir-Ali, Britain’s 
only Asian bishop, said Islamic 
extremists had created no-go areas 
in Britain where it was too danger¬ 
ous for non-Muslims to enter. 

A spokesman for the bishop said: “I 
don’t think we have anything to add 
at this stage.”

Boris convinced 
island airport is 

a practical idea 


LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
set sail in a converted dredger to 
survey the site of his proposed air¬ 
port off the coast of Sheppey. 

And after returning from the Thames 
Estuary location where he wants to develop 
the so-called Boris Island, he outlined his 
plans for the £40 billion scheme. 

The plan entails splitting the airport in 
half, with runways placed on two separate 
islands in the mouth of the Thames. 
Passengers would shuttle between the 
islands in a tunnel below the river bed, run¬ 
ning from Essex to Kent. 

He was accompanied on his trip to a point 
two miles offshore from Sheerness by 
Douglas Oakervee, who masterminded the 
engineering of Hong Kong’s international 
island airport in the 90s. 

The scheme would be “simpler to build 
than Hong Kong” according to Mr Oakervee, 
the study’s lead engineer and chairman of 
Crossrail. 

Mr Johnson restated his plans for Boris 
Island two weeks after the Government 
approved a third runway at Heathrow. He 
vowed to continue to oppose the expansion of 
the UK’s biggest airport and confirmed he 
aims to mount a legal challenge against the 
decision within weeks. 

The proposals for the offshore airport call 
for two estuary terminals which would be

served by road and rail links. 

The larger terminal, in Kent, would be con¬ 
nected to Crossrail and the high-speed 
Channel Tunnel Rail Link, taking passen¬ 
gers to central London in about 35 minutes. 

According to Mr Oakervee, the location in 
the estuary, rather than on the mud flats, 
means the risk of bird strikes would be low. 

Mr Johnson said he felt “reassured” that 
the scheme was practical. 

“Coming here has put paid to talk of a fan¬ 
tasy island. You get a sense of just how far 
the airport would be from the shore. 

“I’m convinced this is an option we should 
look at seriously and the Government’s deci¬ 
sion on Heathrow makes it all the more 
urgent that we came up with alternatives.” 

But Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter said he would fight any proposals to 
build an airport off the coast. 

He said: “Environmentally and ecologically 
it’s a very bad idea to build an airport off one 
of the most beautiful coastlines in the South 
East. To say it will be an eyesore is the 
understatement of the year. It would be total¬ 
ly horrendous.” 

The £40 billion price tag would include 
extending the high-speed rail network, 
widening and extending the M2 and extend¬ 
ing Crossrail. It compares with a £13 billion 
estimate for the Heathrow option.

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Jobs cuts at arts campus 

UP TO 80 employees at the University of 
Creative Arts face losing their job, it has been 
revealed. 

University chiefs have ring-marked a 
range of departments for cutbacks following 
an in-depth review of its five campuses. 

A spokesman said UCA bosses were work¬ 
ing to “reduce its operational costs” in the 
face of the on-going economic downturn. 

It is thought the cutbacks could save the 
university, formerly known as the Kent 
Institute of Art and Design, in the region of 
£750,000. 

A UCA statement read: “Along with the 
majority of UK universities, UCA is working 
to reduce its operational costs in order to 
secure its long-term sustainability and 
invest in the student learning experience.” 

UCA, which has campuses in Maidstone, 
Rochester, Canterbury, Epsom and Famham, 
employs 840 workers.

The monthly market will go up against 
Cliftonville and Shipboume for the title of the 
county’s best farmers’ market. 

Medway Council’s economic growth chief

Tell us about yourself. 


A I’m 45, happily married with four children 
and support Partick Thistle and Chelsea 
football clubs. I entered the world of journalism, 
which had always been my ambition, in 1988. 


Q 


Can you tell us about your career in journalism? 


A I’m a former editor of The Scotsman. I began 
my career on BBC Radio 4’s Today 
Programme for which I produced, edited and 
reported from the UK and abroad. I covered the 
Romanian Revolution and the First Gulf War for 
BBC Radio and reported on the liberation of 
Kosovo and the fall of Slobodan Milosevic for the 
Scotsman. I was the BBC’s Washington produc¬ 
er during the first year of the Clinton presiden¬ 
cy and returned to the UK to become a senior 
member of the team that designed and 
launched BBC Radio Five Live. I won two Sony 
Radio Awards for news broadcasting and I write 
about topics including politics, media and motor¬ 
cycling for publications including the Guardian, 
Independent, Times, Toronto Globe and Mail, 
Los Angeles Times and The New Republic. 



How different is journalism now to 'traditional'journalism? 

I think the best journalism available today is 
better than anything before, however it is 
submerged in a sea of dross. There are thou¬ 
sands of blogs and magazines available now but 


not enough investigative and analytical journal¬ 
ism. We need more, better trained journalists. 

Q How strong is the journalism course offered by the 
University of Kent? 

A The National Council for the Training of 
Journalists says our course ‘sets the bench¬ 
mark for others to follow’ and we feel it’s one of 
the best in Britain if not the world. We’re not 
being arrogant, none of the lecturers would have 
given up working in real newsrooms for a sec¬ 
ond-rate course. We believe we are producing 
high standards of training and the number and 
quality of applications we receive from across 
the globe is testament to that. Next year’s intake 
includes candidates from as far as Hong Kong 
and as close as Medway and that’s what we 
want. A great newsroom is made up of different 
people from different backgrounds coming 
together and learning from each other.

What skills are needed to become a good journalist? 


Q 


What are the main misconceptions of journalists? 

The worst public misconception is that jour¬ 
nalists are trouble makers who report trivia. 


Journalism at its best is a vital service to democ¬ 
racy which enables readers to make independ¬ 
ent choices and hold power to account. 

Q How do you foresee the world of journalism changing in 
the next ten years? 

A The digital world offers huge possibilities. We 
teach students online, video and text journal¬ 
ism. The main challenge to the industry is how 
to pay for good journalism across these digital 
formats. Websites cannot afford to pay for good 
foreign correspondents or investigative journal¬ 
ists, whereas traditional newspapers can. When 
the digital world is able to find an economic 
model for this I think the industry will change.

What do you think makes a good story? 


A A first-rate mind to investigate and analyse, 
a healthy disregard for authority and a com¬ 
plete commitment to democracy and the free¬ 
dom of information. Journalists also have to be 
entertaining and have a sense of humour. 


A A good story is often something which people 
do not expect, did not know was going to hap¬ 
pen or something really important. ‘Man bites 
dog 5 is much better than ‘dog bites man’. At the 
same time a stoiy which is really important and 
something people do not expect, for example 
someone in a position of authority betraying the 
public trust. Journalists need to find out what 
other people do not want other people to know.

WE HAVE found the ultimate 
present for your Valentine - a heli¬ 
copter lesson. 

Kent is lucky enough to have one of the best 
helicopter pilot training schools in the UK. 

AV8 Helicopters, at Rochester Airport, offers 
introductory flying lessons so you can experi¬ 
ence the thrill of taking control of a helicopter. 

So if you’re looking to sweep your Valentine 
off their feet, this could be the answer. I went 
along to Rochester Airport this week for a 30- 
minute introductory flight to find out more. 

Experiencing a mix of excitement and trepi¬ 
dation, I was introduced to my instructor 
Richard Cooke, 61, and immediately relieved 
to find myself in safe hands. 

He introduced me to the Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter we would be going up in and I was 
stunned by how small it was. 

This is the most popular aircraft for training 
pilots as it is very light and therefore sensitive 
to the touch. 

Richard first explained the three flying con¬ 
trols - the cyclic stick used to speed up, slow 
down and go left or right, the collective lever 
used to make the craft rise or fall and two foot 
pedals used to control the tail rotor. 

For the trial flight you only take control of 
the cyclic stick in flight, but it’s good to under¬ 
stand the basics before taking off. 

Richard stressed how sensitive the stick is 
and explained where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out and settled in to 
a cruise the controls would be passed to me. 

The Robinson R22 has a perspex canopy (the 


front windscreen) stretching down to near 
your feet, which gives an incredible view and 
makes you feel like you’re floating on air. 

It was an amazing feeling just lifting off with 
the whole of Medway stretching in front of me 
as we headed towards Leeds Castle. Then 
after just a few minutes I gripped the control 
stick and was flying. 

Despite the safety warnings I immediately 
sent us veering off to the right. But Richard 
soon corrected me and I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim of the intro¬ 
ductory lesson. As I relaxed and my confidence 
grew I was able to look around and take in the 
stunning views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny winter day. 


The feeling of keeping it straight and level, 
and speeding up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was brilliant. 

AV8 run 20-minute introductory flights for 
£130 plus VAT, 30-minute flights for £147.50 
plus VAT and hour flights for £255 plus VAT, 
which are perfect gifts or birthday presents. 

After the trial flight if you’re as hooked as 
me then you need a minimum of 45 hours of 
lessons to get your private pilot’s licence, at a 
cost of £255 plus VAT per hour.

Finishing school 
to help motivate 
our youngsters 

TROUBLESOME teenagers are being 
invited to clean up their act by attending a 
modem-day version of a finishing school. 

Shy youngsters and those with low self¬ 
esteem have also taken part in the Brand 
You Experience, which aims to help school 
leavers prepare for working life through a 
series of motivational workshops. 

The scheme, which started in Dover last 
year and is now being extended to 
Maidstone, is a joint initiative between 
Kent County Council and mentoring and 
coaching organisation Beyond Excellence. 

Project leader Dean Martin said: “Some of 
the schools used the course as a means of 
rewarding pupils who weren’t troublemak¬ 
ers but who rarely shined in the classroom. 
But then we had some who were bouncing 
off the walls and others who had very low 
opinions of themselves and perhaps weren’t 
receiving the right support at home.”

He said: “We have found from talking to 
young people and employers that they are 
often poles apart in what they expect from 
each other.”

Anglers unite to tackle 
'outrageous' EU scheme

EU PLANS to limit the amount of 
fish amateur anglers can catch 
will harm the shops and business¬ 
es that rely on the popular hobby 
say opponents. 

Boat charter companies, tackle shops and 
other businesses could suffer unless the 
European Union withdraws what many 
insiders believe is an unfair ruling for recre¬ 
ational fishermen in the UK. 

The plans are aimed at clamping down on 
Continental fishermen who use large nets to 
gather fish to feed their families. 

If the EU does not back down, skippers who 
take tourists on sea-angling trips off Kent’s 
coast and those who fish from piers will have 
to abide by the same quota rules as commer¬ 
cial fishermen throughout Europe. 

Kent Charter Fishing owner Dave Hancock 
said: “This could slaughter our business, but

we may have no choice but to deal with it. 

“It would make life very difficult and mean 
we would have to fish for different species 
and record every catch, which would be a big 
hassle. If you put our catches beside the 
amount caught by commercial fishermen, the 
numbers are insignificant. It doesn’t seem 
fair. We want things to stay the way they are.” 

Kent MEP Daniel Hannan, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the European Parliament’s committee 
on fisheries, said: “It’s outrageous that they 


are extending this policy to recreational 
anglers. When large-scale commercial fishing 
in places such as Margate dried up, people 
started taking tourists out on angling trips on 
boats instead. 

“For them to have to register their catch is 
preposterous. But I think there’s a reasonable 
chance of stopping this going through. I’m 
fairly confident we’ll be able to fix it.” 

About 1.4 million people enjoy sea fishing 
off Britain, creating about 20,000 jobs in the 
process.The newly-formed Angling Trust has 
promised to fight the new proposals all the 
way and is encouraging recreational fisher¬ 
men to contact their MEPs. 

Member Leon Roskilly said: “We would like 
the two sectors [commercial and recreational] 
to be regulated differently and more appro¬ 
priately, because if this goes through it will 
have a hell of an impact. 

'We’re having meetings with Defra and the 
European Anglers’ Alliance. There’s been a 
furore over this - whoever came up with this 
regulation can’t have imagined they would 
receive such a reaction.” 


A LEADING Kent police officer has voiced 
“frustration” over the force’s misreporting of 
serious violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces that had 
incorrectly counted the numbers of the most 
serious offences such as murder and grievous 
bodily harm (GBH) due to a change in Home 
Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to sus¬ 
pend serious violent offences statistics from its 
crime figures for the third quarter of 2008. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter West 
said: “It is frustrating, in so much as when 
there are new crime recording and differences 
introduced and the guidance that goes with it, 
it takes a period of settling down. 

“We have suspended our figures because of 
applying the wrong interpretation to the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures before 
the end of the financial year,” Mr West added. 

“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of our 
total -1,277 out of20,204 - and when we have 
gone through every one with the most recent 
guidance, every indication is that the figure 
will fall.” 

He said the changes did not alter the fact 
that violent crime in the county was falling. 
Kent showed a nine per cent reduction in total 
violent crime. 


Innovative midwives rewarded by reduction in caesarean rates 


MIDWIVES in Kent have developed an idea 
that has seen caesarean section rates drop by 
five per cent. 

Concerns have been raised that caesarean 
rates, which had doubled in 10 years, are too 
high and the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have normal births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
entered her team into the Royal College of 


Midwives (RCM) annual awards in the inno¬ 
vation category. 

They arranged for the midwife caring for a 
woman in labour to fill in a form every hour 
noting information such as changes of position 
and keeping the woman upright. Midwives 
also encourage different support strategies, 
such as using water. 

And their work, which has cut caesarian 
rates, was placed in the UK top three at a cer¬ 


emony at the Royal Garden Hotel in London. 

The audit tool, devised in 2003 by a group of 
midwives led by Hilary Thomas at Pembury 
Hospital, was used again during 2007-08. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates have dou¬ 
bled across the UK but we have not been sav¬ 
ing more mothers or babies because of it. 

“Maternity services are looking at how we 
can increase normal births because there are 
health benefits for both mother and child.” 


Research shows that women who give birth 
normally are more likely to breast feed, which 
is best for the newborn. During the second 
trial of the audit, caesarean rates dropped by 
two per cent overall from 26 per cent of births 
in 2007 to 23.4 per cent in 2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that while C-sections were 
important for women experiencing serious 
complications or with medical conditions, 
many were being carried out unnecessarily.

From what I read, one of main reasons why 
a lot of Medway commuters find it hard to 
accept fare rises, is they are still not able to get 
a seat on the busy Cannon Street and Victoria 
services from both Gillingham and Chatham. 

As I work in London and live in Rochester I 
sometimes make the short journey to 
Chatham and use the Cannon Street services 
and most of the time I end up in the same boat 
and find it very difficult to get a seat. 

There were many occasions when I found 


myself sitting on the floor of a Cannon Street 
service in 2008. 

We could come up with several suggestions 
for train companies to increase capacity but 
whether any would work is debatable and I’m 
sure many have been discussed over the years. 

Now unless you have been living thousands 
of miles away for the last few years you would 
have noticed that Southeastern plan to bring 
in high speed services to London from 
December 2009, in 12 months time. 

The new high speed trains will boast capac¬ 
ity, reduce journey times and provide addition¬ 
al London travel opportunities. 

But the issue with this service is, what are 
the fares going to be? Are they going to be con¬ 
siderable higher than current fares and will 
commuters actually be prepared to pay them? 

We don’t know how many of our fellow com¬ 
muters are going to use these new trains and, 
due to the current financial crisis, it makes you 
wonder where they are going to find the extra 
cash from, even if it does mean getting a seat. 


One of the great things about Medway is it is 
an affordable place to live but to have a high 
speed train that we may not be able to afford 
will be a difficult choice for many. 

One thing is for sure, the high speed trains 
will help put Medway back on the map, will 
open up new ways of travelling and bring 
Medway that little bit closer to London, in turn 
hopefully giving us more leisure time. 

I have heard a few people say they think the 
high speed train could become a white ele¬ 
phant, like the ill-fated Millennium Dome. 

I really hope this doesn’t turn out to be the 
case as a high speed line is something Britain 
has needed for a very long time. 

Is the future high speed? 

Medway commuters it’s up to us to decide.

Michael plays out of his 
skin in lead role as Frost

PEOPLE don’t tend to recognise 
the name Michael Sheen until you 
mention Tony Blair. 

Better known for his uncannily life-like 
impersonation of the former Prime Minister in 
the 2006 film The Queen, than for his roles in 
Blood Diamond and Laws Of Attraction, the 
boyish 39-year-old actor is still trying to break 
free from Downing Street. 

He’s managed an escape of sorts in new film 
Frost/Nixon, where he plays another British 
institution, Sir David Frost. 

The film began as a play by Peter Morgan 
and has already been a hit with stage critics, 
but will British film audiences admire his por¬ 
trayal of the much-loved television journalist 
as much as they adored his Tony Blair? 

In Frost/Nixon, David Frost is presented as 
a failing 70s TV personality, desperate to 
boost his flagging career. In a bid to make 
his name, he buys the first-ever television 
interview with disgraced ex-president 
Richard Nixon after the Watergate scandal. 

Hoping to force an admission of guilt from 
Nixon and make broadcasting history, Frost 
takes on the ferocious former president who 
has other ideas. 

Michael says the reaction to the play on 
London, Broadway and finally on screen, has 
been extraordinary. 

“I talked with people who’ve seen the play, 
and the movie, and they say they get to a cer¬ 
tain point and realise they haven’t breathed 
for a minute. Any story that makes anybody 
that engaged, well it’s a good sign.” 

The Welsh actor’s knack for disappearing 
under the skins of famous men (he played 
Oscar’s lover in Wilde and Kenneth Williams 
in Fantabulosa) assured him a safe acting 
passage to Hollywood.

But despite recent roles in Blood Diamond, 
alongside Leonardo DiCaprio, and Laws of 
Attraction, starring Pierce Brosnan and 
Julianne Moore, Michael still hasn’t managed 
to eclipse the fame of his ‘real life’ characters. 
Frost/Nixon may change that. 

Watching his attempts to catch out the former 
president (Frank Langella), is utterly compelling. 
Critics say his performance as the egotistical 
Frost could win him an Oscar. 

“I felt like every time we did the performance, 
and then the film, whenever we were together 
there was always something real going on. It 
was never a repeat of what had been done 
before,” he says. 

The son of a part-time Jack Nicholson looka- 
like, Sheen says the hardest part of moving 
the play from stage to film was keeping it real. 

“The challenge was to play someone who 
has, on the surface, a superficiality and light¬ 


weightness, but to try and get across how 
much things are unravelling underneath.” 

Luckily, the well-respected TV presenter has 
been gracious about the play, and the film. But 
Michael says that playing a person who is still 
alive can be complicated. 

“I avoided meeting Sir David until after we 
opened on stage because it’s a warts and all por¬ 
trayal, and he’s such an engaging, nice man.” 

Under strict orders to stay away from the 
notable television personality, Michael admits 
he accidentally bumped into him midway 
through rehearsals. 

“I’d been sworn off seeing him by writer, 
Peter Morgan, and then I saw him walking 
down the street one day. I have to admit I was 
his stalker and followed him. I watched how 
he walked and all that sort of stuff, and took 
pictures of him on my mobile phone. To this 
day he’s not even aware of that!”

Amid the gloom comes 
light for eager buyers 


IT will hardly come as a show to 
discover the general view among 
those in the property market is 
that 2009 is not shaping up to be a 
good year. 

But there is still some encouraging news 
around for those who want to move house. 

First the bad news. Prices are still falling — 
after a 15.9 per cent drop in 2008, according to 
the Nationwide — and some sellers are 
accepting offers of 20 per cent less than their 
asking prices while interest rates have been 
dropped to an all-time low in an effort to get 
things moving again. 

But analysts have some good news - if you’re 
not caught in negative equity - and can put

down a decent deposit - now could be an 
extremely good time to buy, they claim. 

This is because so many homes are selling at 
a discount and others are coming on to the 
market cheaply as they have been repos¬ 
sessed. 

Other figures show that some mort¬ 
gage deals are being offered which are actual¬ 
ly cheaper than renting in an effort by 
lenders to boost the market and get it moving 
again. 

Figures released last week by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors showed 
that although the number of properties sold 
hit a record low at the end of last year, the 


number of enquiries rose at the fastest pace 
since August 2006. 

Research by estate agent Savills shows by 
the third quarter of 2007, when property val¬ 
ues peaked, buying was 44 per cent more 
expensive than renting. 

With the subsequent fall in prices, however, 
the gap is closing or not there at all. 

“It’s a cracking time to be buying,” says 
James Greenwood, managing director of the 
property-search agency Stacks. “There’s hard¬ 
ly any competition out there at the moment, so 
you’ve got the field to yourself. Prices have 
been discounted, there are distressed sellers 
who have to sell and there are some real bar¬ 
gains to be had, anything between 30 per cent 
and 35 per cent off peak value. We haven’t 
seen anything like this for years.”

New Insignia stands for 
a big change in attitude 


VAUXHALL’S all-new Insignia 
marks a fresh start as well as 
new name in the family/company 
car sector. 

This arena once dominated UK car sales, but 
now holds just a tenth of volume in the face of 
rivalry from 4x4s, MPVs and upmarket 
German kit. 

Vauxhall’s own seven-seat Zafira midi-MPV 
will have inflicted hefty damage and you sense 
the marque’s parent General Motors has 
taken note. 

So the Insignia drops any pretence at chas¬ 
ing the staid and practical MPV vote and con¬ 
centrates on 'comfort and style’, attacking 
German prestige marques while still offering 
a hatchback option for diehard ‘rep’s car’ fans. 

Even the estate version looks sporty and 
classy against the final hearse-like wagon 
spin-off from the Vectra - the Insignia’s 
increasingly unloved predecessor. 

The Insignia also needed to attack the 
Vectra’s old foe, the Ford Mondeo, which had a 
hike in quality and style this time around,

fleet customers. The Insignia places it under 
pressure on all counts and prices start from a 
modest £15,935 - some £500 less than the 
final Vectra line-up. Styling is enhanced by 
two neat touches: blacked out door pillars 
lower a roofline that already makes the 
Vauxhall look like a four-door coupe, while the 
‘blade’ detail abaft the front wheel is a master 
touch suggesting power and muscle. 

If the car’s sharp suit worries 
BMW/Merc/Audi then the lining offers little 
relief even if let down by the budget feel of con¬ 
trols for the driver’s seat and other minutiae. 

But remember the Insignia is still selling for 
Vectra prices. Even the sporty ‘rep’s favourite’ 
SRi model we tested, with its aluminium ped¬ 
als, climate control, comfy sports seats - 
including extendable seat base - quality 
sound system and smart alloys, starts at just 
over £18,000. 

Diesel sales should dominate, of course, but 
our car’s all-new 220PS (218bhp) 2.0-litre Turbo 
petrol engine impressed and could become the 
cult engine to complement the Insignia’s taut 
yet supple chassis, for the Vectra’s replace¬ 
ment looks and feels more like a driver’s than 
a ‘rep’s car’. Do not dismiss without a road test.

THERE may not be any strong 
green shoots of recovery showing 
in Kent just yet, but there are some 
warm breezes blowing through the 
chilly economic climate. 

Businesses across the county are reporting 
that while the credit crunch has taken a bite 
out of their business, they are - so far at least 
- weathering the storms better than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

And much of the reason for the region’s 
resilience is being put down to an increasing 
export market and a confidence both in the 
current trading environment and in what the 
future holds. 

The Maidstone Economic Development 
Group of Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
(KICC) found members were showing greater 
confidence under current conditions than the 
south east in general, and nationally. 

John Taylor, chairman of the MED Group, 
said: “While these are challenging times, we 
are heartened by this positive attitude among 
our members. Clearly things are not as gloomy 
in Kent as the national picture would sug¬ 
gest.” 

David Foley, policy director of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce which represents 
much of the east Kent coast, agreed there were 
relatively bright areas amid the bleakness. 

He said exporters especially were in a good 
position to fend off the crunch with the weak 
pound. 

“The potential for manufacturers in this 
area is considerable,” he said. 

Also firms which had a sound ecological base 
were doing relatively well because of a change 
in consumer sentiment, with people wanting 
more environment-friendly goods. 

Mr Foley reckoned the three basic principles 
of good business were price, good quality and 


service - with service being the clincher in 
rough trading times. 

Peter Hobbs, chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber, added: “We are seeing lots of small 
organisations, particularly in the service sec¬ 
tor, struggling as their sales begin to tighten. 

“As a result they are urgently reviewing 
their costs and who they buy from, in other 
words their procurement. 

“There are, of course, plenty of opportunities 
here for local businesses, for example, some 
local book keepers and accountants are report¬ 
ing an uplift in clients.” 

KICC members in the service sector - rather 
than manufacturing - are upbeat. 

During the three months to December, these 
members reported a “less dire decline” in both 
home and export sales than the rest of the 
south east. 


Elsewhere, while order books are dipping 
and cash-flow worsened, KICC members 
appear to be performing better than elsewhere 
in the nation. 

Interestingly, their levels of business confi¬ 
dence were higher, which is an important fac¬ 
tor in getting the economy back on track. 

An equal proportion expected sales to rise in 
2009 as to fall, and although more expected 
profits to fall than to rise, this gloom was much 
less widespread than the rest of the south 
east, despite the fact that more KICC mem¬ 
bers were carrying spare capacity. 

The higher confidence is reflected in pre- 
December employment which held steady, 
unlike the rest of the south east and the UK, 
and while there were more firms expecting to 
cut staff than those aiming to hire more, there 
was less pessimism.

Skipper still not back to 
fitness after severe illness 


BARRY Fuller has revealed he was 
attached to an oxygen tank for four 
days and was unable to speak after 
being struck down with severe bac¬ 
terial pneumonia. 

The Gillingham skipper spoke for the first 
time after having spent a week in hospital after 
developing the illness, which infected a third of 
his lungs. Doctors are still baffled as to why the 
physically fit 24-year-old was affected, but a 
successful course of antibiotics enabled him to 
return home last week. 

The Ashford-bom defender, who before the 
problems had never spent an extended period 
in hospital, told Yourmedway it had been a dis¬ 
tressing time. 

“Obviously it was very worrying,” he said. “As 
soon as I got to the hospital they put me on oxy-

gen immediately and that’s when I thought 
something must be very wrong. 

“I became so ill that late last Tuesday I was 
unable to speak and I wasn’t able to come off 
the oxygen for four days. It came to the point 
where I said I never thought I would be this ill 
until long after I retired. I would try to speak 
three or four words but it made me totally 
exhausted and I had to sleep.” 

Pneumonia usually develops from an infec¬ 
tion in the lungs and can be fatal in the old, 
young or those with weakened immune sys¬ 
tems. Despite the apparent severity of his 
symptoms, Fuller admits if it had been left to 


him he would not have acted so swiftly. 

He said: “I didn’t take much notice and 
thought I had a bit of flu coming on. It was my 
family who booked an appointment with my 
GP and forced me to go; maybe if they hadn’t it 
could have been much worse.” 

Fuller is hoping to return to the club late next 
week to do some preliminary work. The full¬ 
back has lost weight during the fortnight since 
falling ill and even if everything goes to plan it 
is expected to take several weeks before he is fit 
enough to be available for selection. 

Gills manager Mark Stimson has been call¬ 
ing Fuller regularly to keep him updated on the 
team’s progress and is hoping it will not be too 
long before his captain returns. 

He said: “We wish him a speedy recovery and 
would love him to be back now because of what 
he brings not just on the pitch but off it as well.”
